SECEETAEY DECLARES 


One of the greatest wheat crops in 


Uhe history of the northwest is ma- 
fturing in the Dakotas, Montana, 
(Minnesota, and generally thruout 
{that region, according to Myron J. 
[Haig, secretary of the San Gabriel 
[Valley Development association, who 
returned to his office in Covina this 


t week from two months spent in that 


s region. 


There have been but four years 


in the last fifty years when the crops 


; were as large and promising, he said. 
t' Farm advisers thruout the north- 


west say that the agricultural con- 
ditions were never better. Mr. Haig, 
.•who was born .and raised in that 


!' territory, finds a marked change in 
: methods, in that the farmers are go- 
: ing in for more diversified farming, 
and the day of the one-crop state 
or region is rapidly becoming a' 
thing of the past. One of the chang 
es he noticed was the widespread 
planting of white clover, which is 
driving the weeds out of the coun 
try in conjunction with sheep pas- 
turage. The clover and the sheep 
combined are .making war on weeds 
as nothing has done before, and the 
farmers are finding livestock profit- 
able. 


The association secretary, who rep- 


resents a body of property-owners in 
the San Gabriel valley from Pasa 
dena to Pomona inclusive, says that 
the very fact that the farmer in the 
northwest is twenty per sent more 
efficient in his methods than before 
the war area has in itself created a 
surplus crops1 problem- .They •; are 
. looking to a. solution thru "better 


and cheaper transportation and a 
wider market, with an equitable dis 
tribution of the products over a 
twelve-month period rather than on 
annual fall glut of the market. 


Politically he finds the farmers 


somewhat unsettled in mind, bul 
with a general tendency toward 
Hoover. Some of the cities of the 
northwest are showing leanings to 
ward Al Smith, he said, but he 
heard predictions that several o: 
these doubtful states would be foum 
in the Hoover column. 


The secretary, whose home is in

Called Effective 


Black scale in both the coast and 


interior citrus areas and citricola in 
the east end of the county have 
reached a stage of complete hatch, 
permitting the application of con- 
trol measures thruout the county, re- 
ports Deputy Horticultural Commis- 
sioner H. H. Wilcomb, in charge of 
fumigation and spraying in Los An- 
geles county. 


Weather 
conditions have 
been 


favorable to control operations thru- 
out the county, with the exception 
of rather early fogs in the Whittier- 
Rivera district. 


Close attention is being paid by 


Mr. Wilcomb and his assistants to 
the qualifications of new applicants 
for sprayers' and fumigators' licen- 
ses. New .spray operators are being 
required to demonstrate their ability 
to properly apply spray materials. 
New applicants for fumigators' cer- 
tificates are having their equipment 
closely inspected and a careful check 
made of their references. This care- 
ful supervision of pest control oper- 
ations by the horticultural commis- 
sioner's office should go a long way 
in insuring to the grower a uniform- 
ly satisfactory job. 


WARMER WEATHER RESULTS 


IN WORK OF LADY BIRDS 


BEING EFFECTIVE 


The higher temperatures of the 


past few weeks have resulted in a 
marked activity on the part of the 
cryptolaemus lady bird beetles in 
citrophilus mealybug infested citrus 
orchards in Los Angeles county, ac- 
cording 
to 
Deputy 
Horticultural 


Commissioner H. M. Armitage, in 
charge of insectary operations. 


This activity is more than making 


up for the delay occasioned by un- 
favorable early-season field condi- 
tions. In spite of a third generation 
of young mealybug on the new fruit, 
there is every indication that satis- 
fa'ctory control of this pest will be 
completed at an early dnto except 
in those orchards whore necessary 
treatment for other pests must be 
carried out before the cryptolaemus 
have completed their work. 


However, necessary scale control 


should never be neglected for the 
purpose of protecting the cryptolae- 
nuis, as it is much easier to re- 
introduce the cryptolaemus follow- 
ing such treatments than to clean up 
a heavy infestation of scale follow- 
ing a delayed treatment. 


The mortality among the crypto- 


.aemus resulting from such treat- 
ments is being offset by the ability 
of tho county insectary to recover all 
properties requiring the same as soon 
after treatment as may be practical. 
Such reliberations are being made 
immediately following fumigation, 
but in the case of oil sprays are be 
ing delayed ten days or two weeks 
'becA-ase of 'fhfe repellent action of ttie 
oil to tho adults, which are inclinec 
to fly away from such conditions i; 
liberated any sooner after treat 
ment. 


Well over a million cryptolaemus 


will be liberated by the Los Angeles 
county insectary during the month 
of August in making necessary re- 
liberations.

placing him in the same class as any 
other employer with regard to com- 
pensation 
insurance. 
Within the 


next two weeks, it will be necessary 
for many growers to renew policies 
or make new arrangements for their 
compensation insurance. 


The Exchange arranged with the 


state compensation insurance fund 
for a blanket or group policy effec- 
tive March 1, 1928, permitting all 
Exchange growers to arrange their 
coverage under this blanket policy, 
which would enable them to obtain 
a larger refund than if taken out in- 
dividually. Payments and renewals 
are hand'led by the Exchange as a 
convenience to members.

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Outgrown Election Machinery— 


Election machinery in California, and thruout the United 


States, must be revised and simplified, or we are going to 
continue to experience a falling percentage in the number of 


. citizens who exercise the privilege of voting. 


Where political subdivisions are too large, the people can- 


not be intimately acquainted with individuals or with propo- 
sitions that appear on the ballot. A feeling of impotence, of 
ignorance and remoteness enters into every election to such a 
degree that many citizens convince themselves their vote is 
largely unintelligent, which it is. The average American 
citizen hates to work in the dark. Some faint glimmering of 
what it is all about is necessary to create interest. 
Elections 


have become so involved, and in fact, so impersonal to the 
rank and file that the percentage of votes cast has been drop- 
ping ever since the campaigns of Roosevelt. 
While it is a 


theory that everyone is interested in presidential candidates, 
this theory does not hold true unless there is interest at the 
same time in state and county elections. Interest in voting, 
in other words, begins at the bottom, and not at the top. 


Every community, or small political subdivision, is famil- ; 


iar with the fact that seven-eighths of the citizens in that 
community will get out and vote if there is a sharp contest - 
for school committee, or city trustees. The human element 
enters into such elections. The voters know the people on 
the ballot. They are interested in the arguments, for and 
against, because they are well versed in those arguments. 
Very often it occurs that a group of precincts will cast a much 
higher percentage of the vote for president of the United 
States than does a neighboring community, simply because 
in the first community there is a fight on over local candi- 
dates. You get your solution of the apathy of the voter from 
this illustration. 


In fast-growing communities like southern California, we 


are confronted with the fact-that people cannot be acquainted 
with their candidates or with their views, or individual fit- 
ness, and the result is that what the citizen cannot learn he 
is not inclined to consider at all. Our election machinery, in 
Los Angeles county, for example, makes it obligatory that 
nearly eight hundred thousand voters consider the relative 
fitness of candidates for superior court judgeships. This, of 
course, is an absurdity. The municipal court system in Los 
Angeles city, for instance, makes it necessary for the voters 
of that vast area to cast ballots for candidates with whom 
they are in no manner acquainted, excepting by proxy thru 
go-betweens. Instead of scattering.the courts into bailiwicks 
where a restricted vote in small areas would answer for a 
man's election or rejection, the law has of late years worked • 
to make the election more and more impersonal and remote. 
A great number of people refuse to vote, not being personally 
interested even in the mildest sense. They cannot be blamed 
for it. We cannot subscribe to this sentiment which urges 
that a citizen vote, regardless of who he votes for. That's 
setting awsy from popular government. Either the vote is 
an expressio'n of the voter's choice, based on his conviction 
arrived at thru the facts as he sees them, or it is a false vote, 
not actually meaning anything from the standpoint of repre- 
sentative government. 


There is much to be said in favor of the cutting apart of 


political subdivisions and the localizing of the human element 
of the ballot. In addition to this need is also the need of a 
simplification of election machinery itself. The direct primary- 
hailed as another weapon placed in the hands of the people 
to prevent boss rule, is good in theory, but it does not work 
out in fact. But the direct primary, such as the one we par- 
ticipated in this week, could possibly be j^.de more effective 
if the political subdivisions were smaller. 


County-wide voting for county officers is an insult to 


common sense. We take great pride, no doubt, in a magni- 
ficent hall of justice and hall of records, housing hundreds of 
county judges, but justice would be better served if these 
men were sitting in small districts that were able to retain 
the common touch. People were asked this week to vote for 
candidates for the state senate districts that included several 
cities of almost metropolitan size, as well as including all 
smaller communities. The intimate touch has been destroyed. 


Nearly all of our election machinery is archaic, outgrown. 


The people, without perhaps knowing the reason, are revolt- 
ing from the perpetuation of that machinery. When we re- 
vise our election machinery so that it will be possible to 
heave bouquets and brickbats at people we actually know, 
there will be a revival in interest in elections, and not before.

Reserves Have 


250,000 Animals 


A census just completed of big 


game animals in the eighteen na- 
tional forests of California show that 
there are more than 250,000 speci- 
mens of larger wild life animals in 
these national reserves. Of these, 
L'38,000 are deer, more than 10,000 
are bear, and least numerically are 
the elk with a count of 125. 


The census shows that quail are 


increasing, but there is a decrease 
in grouse, ducks and geese. 


Hunting under certain restrictions 


is allowed in the national forests of 
California, altho not in the national 
parks. Every effort is made to care 
for the game in the national forests, 
and in the 19,000,800 acres provision 
is made for the exclusive grazing of 
game. There are 25 state and four 
federal game refuges, covering near- 
ly 2,000,000 acres in the national 
forests of California. 


During 1927 the forest service as- 


sisted in distribution and planting of 
nearly 4,000,000 fish fry of different 
species in the streams.

Attempt Control 


of Codling Moth 


The El Monte and Mountain View 


Walnut associations have been carry- 
ing on quite extensive experiments 
with the derid beetle under the di- 
rection of F. B. McLane, with the 
idea of developing a predatory in- 
sect which might possibly eliminate 
the changing of codling moth bands 
and at the .same time might reduce 
the spray problem in the control of 
this insect. 


The clerid beetle has for some 


time been recognized as an import- 
ant enemy of the codling moth, but 
nothing lias been done with this par- 
ticular insect, according to M. H. 
Kimball. assistant farm advisor in 
Los Angeles county. This is the first 
time known that this olerid beetle 
has been reared artificially in any 
number. 


Several 
hundred 
clerid 
beetles 


were raised and liberated in differ- 
ent walnut groves in the El Monte 
district during the last three or four 
months and the results that have 
been 
found 
look 
very 
promising. 


During the coming year this work 
will !>e carried on on a larger basis.

Says Irrigation 
Vitally Essential 


Irrigation is the most vitally es- 


sential practice there is concerning 
production of walnuts. There is no 
other 
single 
operation 
n 
walnut 


grower dors which is so important as 
regulation of soil moisture accom- 
plished in this semi-arid country of 
ours by irrigation, according to M. 
II. Kimball, assistant farm advisor 
of I.os Angeles county. 


By this time of year nuts are 


fully si/ed. 
There will be no in- 


crease in the size of the shell from 
tliis time forward. Irrigation prac- 
tice during June and July should 
have been sufficient 
to 
adequately 


supply the tree needs during those 
months and to date, thus filling the 
kernels satisfactorily. 
If this has 


not been done, it is now too late to 
remedy the situation. From now on 
the irrigation program has two pur- 
poses: 
First, to keep the 
husks 


plump ami full of water, thus pro- 
venting their wilting. If the husks 
wilt, the nut will not fall free and 
will become a "stick-tight," caus- 
ing much difficulty during the har- 
vest; second, to carry the trees over 
thru 
harvest 
into 
fall 
dormancy 


without danger of water shortage 
which would result in winter injury. 


It is, therefore, imperative that 


walnut growers irrigate between now 
and harvest time. The amount of 
irrigation water applied should vary 
with the degree of dryness existing 
in the soil at the present time. If 
the top four feet of your walnut 
grove is fairly dry at this time and 
the second four 
feet fairly wet, 


there would be no particular point 
in soaking the entire eight feet. A 
moderate application of water to wet 
tin' top four feet would probably be 
sufficient. This would mean an ap- 
plication of three to four acre inches 
of water per acre. With a drier sit- 
uation existing, namely eight feet of 
soil approaching dryness. an applica- 
t i o n of water at this time of less 
t h a n six inches would not do much 
good. 
Six inches of water in the 


average soil, slightly moist, will wet 
down from four and one-half to six 
foot deep and should can-- the trees 
safely thru the harvesting period in- 


f.-ill dorinancv.

This new vni'ciiie is being used to 


give thi! pullets between four and 
live months of ago a light case of 
chickenpox at a time when their 
vitality is high and when the wea- 
ther is suitable for quick recovery. 
By immunizing the pullets in the 
summertime, winter egg production 
will not be cut down by the natural 
infections that usually occur every 
fall at a time when eggs are scarce 
and prices high. 


The farm advisor and the poultry 


pathological laboratory have been in- 
structing poultrymen in the county 
in the use of the new vaccine. 


Poultrymen in- general have pass- 


ed thru an unprofitable year, but 
some have made money, and those 
who have had sufficient capital and 
enough hens to survive the bad year 
are looking forward to a profitable 
year. The average poultry-man who 
seems to bo making money has from 
$r>000 to 
!{ilO,OOn invested in 
the 


poultry plant, outside of his home 
"d garden. 
Poultrymen who are

Resulting from novel methods em- 


ployed in its construction, a new 
record for speed in tunneling is be- 
ing set by the forces boring Amer- 
ica 's longest tunnel thru the Cascade 
range of mountains in northwestern 
United States. While two-thirds of 
a mile of solid rock still remains to 
be taken out, by early fall it is esti- 
mated the tunnel will be completed, 
thus bettering by severals years' 
time the construction period requir- 
ed for tunnels two and three miles 
shorter. 


Two and one-half years ago the 


construction forces moved into the 
Cascade mountains to begin the job. 
In order to attack the route of the 
main tunnel at many different places, 
a second bore was started from the 
west portal paralleling the route of 
the main tunnel at a distance of 
ixty feet. 
As the smaller tunnel 


advanced, 'cross-drifts were run to 
he route of the main tunnel, where 
additional crews began work iu both 
lirections. 


At the same time advantage was 


taken of a deep valley two miles 
from the east portal, where a shaft 
was sunk 022 feet and crews began 
working westward from the base ol 
this shaft. 
Another temporary tun 


uel was driven westward from thi: 
point to connect with the one fron 
the west portal. The temporary tun 
nel was "holed thru" May 1st o 
this year. 


These ingenious devices have en 


abled the construction forces to kee 
more than 1500 men continuous! 
employed .in the interior of the moun 
tain. 
The two-thirds of a mile re 


inaining to be bored thru is bein 
attacked in eight different places. 


Concreting operations have folio 


ed closely on the heels of the crew 
that are gnawing out the gigantic 
bore. 


The tunnel when completed will 


reduce the climb of the Great North- 
ern railroad over the Cascades by 
500 feet, shorten the line by nearly 
eight miles and eliminate curves that 
are equivalent to six complete circles.
